W H I L E workmen were excavating the 
site for the new postofOice and custom 
liouse at San Antonio, Texas, the other 
day, they unearthed a large quantity 
of human bones buried in promiscuous 
heaps. 
The spot where the ghastly 
discovery was made was once the very 
heart of the historic fortifications and 
battle ground known to fame as "The 
Alamo," and is situated immediately 
across the street from the celebrated 
«hurch containing the relics of those 
primitive days. The remains are un- 
doubtedly those of the thoiisand or 
more Mexicans belonging to Santa 
Anna's army who fell while storming 
the refuge of the pioneers. The bones 
have been gathered up by the city and 
decently interred.

Candelaria, the Mexican 
lady who proved a warm friend to the 
early Americans during their struggle 
for liberty, has been found ¿a San An- 
tonio living in poverty. 
She is 100 
years old, and steps are on foot looking 
to a public subscription in her behalf. 
Mme. Candelaria was in "The Alamo" 
with Crocket and Col. Travis when the 
massacre occurred. She was actually 
holding the fearless Col. Bowie up in 
his bed when the Mexicans entered 
and butchered him. She was nursing 
Bowie, who had typhoid fever.

Takes Place Between the Whit« and 
Colored Troops of JeiTerson Bar- 
racks, at St, Louis, Mo. 


ST. LOUIS, Jan. 4 . — A revolt occurred 
at Jefferson barracks yesterday evening 
between the white and colored United 
States soldiers, which resulted in injur 
ing many men, and probably will cost 
three men their lives. 
At this time 
there are many recruits at this station, 
and yesterday they drew their first pay 
and made an onslaught on the sutler. 
Numerous brawls resulted and a crowd 
from New York resented the familiarity 
of the colored troops, and fight followed 
fight. 
' 


The guard house was filled with dis- 
orderlv persons and still the rows kept 
up. Late in the afternoon a drunken 
colored trooper was seen pursuing a 
fourteen-year-old white girl and a party 
of white troopers were soon after him 
and in due time handed him over to the 
officer of the day. This seemed to en- 
rage a number of his comrades and they 
forthwith left the barracks and started 
for the Carondelet. On their way they 
fell in with a squad of white troopers 
and proceeded to take vengence. 


The white soldiers made their escape 
with a few bruises and made their 
way to the barracks, where 
they 
soon made up a party to handle 
the revolters. 
Armed with revolvers 
and carbines, they started in good order 
from the Carondolet, but before they 
had gone far they were ordered to re- 
turn and disarm by the officer of the 
day. 
They refused to return to their 
quarters, but laid down their arms at 
once uid then proceeded after the ene- 
my. 


At the river bridge they met the col- 
ored troopers returning. 
An encounter 
immediately 
followed 
and 
knives, 
clubs and rocks were used against each 
other. For half an hour the battle waged 
without any advantage on either side, 
and on the bridge road and river bed 
men 
lay 
exhausted 
and 
beaten. 
Finally the belligerents, blinded and 
played out, withdrew. 
The mutineers 
dispersed and they were arrested in de- 
tachments on a general order to arrest 
all troopers. In the hospital at the point 
of death lie Troopers Livingston, Peter- 
son and Erummenknocker, all white. 
At one time in the afternoon over 300 
men were looking for a row. 


PIG IRON. 


The Past Year a Remarkable One in Its 
Production. 


PHUiADEiiPHiA, 
Jan. 
4.—General 
Manager James M. Swank, of the Amer- 
ican Iron and Steel afiscciation, says: 
The year which has just closed was one 
of great activity and fair prosperity for 
the iron trade of this country. The pro- 
duction in all the leading branches of 
the manufacture of iron and steel was 
the largest in our history—larger than 
in the remarkable year 1886, when all 
previous achievements were left far be- 
hind. 


We estimate our production of pig 
iron in 1887 at 6,250,000 gross tons, or 
600,000 tons more than in 1886. Our 
production of Bessemer steel rails in 
1887 was about 195,000 gross tone, or 
about 375,000 tons more than in 1886, 
In addition to our large production of 
pig iron in 1887, we also consumed about 
800,000 tons of imported pig iron and 
about 160,000 tons of imported steel 
rails. 


A RAILROAD COLLISION 


On the Missouri Pacific Wrecks the En- 
gines and Injures Two Employes. 


GAiiVEsroN, Texas, Jan. 4—The n \h 
bound passenger train on the Missouri 
Pacific road, which left Galveston at 
6:30 this morning, collided at 9 o'clock, 
near Houston, witli a section of the St. 
Louis south-bound express. Both loco- 
motives were badly wrecked, but no 
passengers were injured. 


Engineer Ward, of the north-bound 
train, and a mail agent, name unknown, 
are the only ones reported injured. 
Neither was seriously hurt. 


Editor Cowles' Health.

Convenes and Senator Sherman Address- 
es the Senate on the Presi- 
denfg Message, 


SENATB. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Senator Cnl- 
lom preseeted several petitions of Illi- 
nois state grange, endorsing the inter- 
state law, favoring government owner- 
ship of telegraph 
lines, denouncing 
gambling in "fntnres," favoring the 
restriction of immigration as proposed in 
the Regan bill, opposing abolition of the 
whisky and tobacco tax and favoring 
the placing of salt, lumber, sugar, etc., 
on the free list. 


Among the bills introduced and refer- 
red were the following: By Cullom, an 
amendment to his postal telegraph bill; 
by Blair, to encourage the holding of the 
national industrial exposition of arts, 
mechanics and products of the colored 
race throughout the United States in 
Atlanta, Oa., in 1888 and 1889. 
The 
senate then took up the resolution for 
the distribution of the preeiJent's annual 
message and was addressed by Senator 
Sherman. 


At 12:45 p. m. Senator Sherman took 
the fioor and began his speech on the 
president's message. 


Senator Sherman concluded his re- 
marks at 2 o'clock, andjSenator Yoorhees 
took the fioor and began a speech on the 
same subject. 


Senator Sherman's speech was listened 
to with close attention and when he had 
concluded he was congratulated by his 
republican associates. 
Mr. Blair re- 
quested that the educational bill be laid 
aside until Voorhees had replied to 
Sherman. 
Mr. Voorhees then began 
his speech in defense of the president's 
message.

WHoTi^RGED'THESEBONDS ? 


Startling Bevelations Bronght Oat in the 
D.y Ft. W. & C. Receivership Snit. 


DATTOM, O., Jan. 4.—In the case of 
Charles Heinsheimer, asking for a re- 
ceiver for the Dayton, Fort Wryne and 
Chicago road, a sensation was created 
yesterday, when Judge Harmorread the 
answer of the road denying that the road 
issued the bonds in question, and say- 
ing that if such a series is outstanding 
they were fraudulently and unlawfully 
obtained from the trustees by Henry S. 
Ives, and by him disposed of on his own 
or his firm's private account. Another 
surprise to large holders of the stock 
was a revelation made by Auditor Ram- 
sey, when he stated that among the 
liabilities of the road are notes issued in 
New York to the amount of $198,000. 
These 
statements came 
to Ramsey 
through the firm of Henry S. Ives & 
Co. 


A LUCKY ACCIDEIÍT 


Opens the River for Coal Trafile and 
8,000,000 Bushels Are Moving. 


PITTSBUBG, Jan. 4.—This morning the 
tow boat, Little Bill, in attempting to 
pass through a narrow passage made by 
the lowering of some wickets at Davis 
Island dam, struck one of the broken 
wickets, knocked it down, cleaning the 
channel for a space of 200 feet. The 
boats are now passing through the open- 
ing made by the accident and about 
3,000,000 bushels of coal will get out for 
shipment to Cincinnati and Louisville, 
instead of one million bushels as was 
expected. No damage was done to the 
Little Bill by the lucky collision. 
The 
river is rxceding slowly with neven feet 
and one inch in the channel. 


The Big Reading Strike. 


BKADINO, Pa., Jan. 4.—The fact that 
there is a coal miners strike in the 
Schulkill regions is already perceptible 
all along the main line and branches of 
the Beading railroad. It was fearful 
that there would be a stagnation in the 
coal traffic during the twenty-four hours 
ending with noon to-day, but 1,000 cars 
of coal sent through the city in place of 
the accustomed 5,0CK) and 6,000 cars in 
that time, the superintendent of the 
Pennsylvania road says that the com- 
pany is now hauling 1,600 tons of coal a 
day and that this capicity could be in- 
creased to 7.000 tons. Tne general im- 
pression here is that the miners em- 
ployed in the individual collieries will 
also strike when they find that it is be- 
ing handled by non-union train men. 


The 
Beading railroad 
company's 
forty-five mines are stopped and 20,000 
miners, at least, are idle. 
Some place 
the number of idle men as high as 50,- 
000 in the Souylkill basin alone, which 
with 20,000 in the Lehigh, make the 
number quite formidable.

THE KOUT^ WRECK. 


The Indictment Against Passenger Con- 
ductor Park Is Quashed by the 
Court. 


VALPARAISO, Ind., Jan. 4.—In the case 
of John B. Park, a passenger conductor, 
for inyolnntary manslanghter in the 
Eontz wreck on the Chicago and Atlantic 
road. Judge Field to-day sustained the 
defendant's motion to squash the indict- 
ment. The state appetded to the su- 
preme court. The judge decided that 
the present Indiana statute for criminal 
carelessness is deficient and that indict- 
ment could not stand because it did not 
allege Park guilty of evil intent and he 
could not be punished for the mere 
omission of duty. 


THE OIL PANIC 


Still Continues to Excite the Brokers 
and Prices Rise. 


PITTBBUBG, Jan. 4.—There was an- 
other exciting time at the oil exchange 
to-day, shortly 
after 
the 
opening. 
Prices declined 6 cents. 
The sudden 
break caused a panic among the holders 
of long oil and for a time there was in- 
tense excitement. 
One man in the lob- 
by, who was said to be a heavy holder 
of long oil, fainted. 
The trading was 
the heaviest for 
many months and 
prices reached the highest point since 
1885. The range of values were, at the 
opening, 96j; highest, 97J; lowest, 91|; 
1 o'clock, 94f. 


Don't Want German Tanght. 
ST. LOUIS, Jan. 4.—At a joint meeting 
of the course of study and ways and 
means committees of the public school 
board last night, it was decided that the 
German language shall not be taught in 
the public schools of this city after this 
month. There is no doubt but that the 
full board will acquiesce in this action, 
and that an order will be issued to the 
above effect. 


THE K. OF L. CONYENTION. 


Proceedings of the State Organization 
To-Day—The Session to Continue. 


The state assembly, E. of L., met 
promptly at 9 o'clock this morning, with 
B. F. Jacks, of Lebanon, in the chair. 
State Master Workman Taylor arrived 
this forenoon, but did not participate in 
the convention until after dinner. 
The 
convention began work by receiving re- 
ports of committeee. 
Nearly all the 
day the report of the committee on con- 
stitution and by-laws has been under 
consideration, and will perhaps consume 
the remainder of the day. A number of 
new delegates arrived and were admitted 
to-day. There is much work still to be 
done by the convention, including the 
election of officers, and it is probable 
that all day to-morrow will be necessary 
to complete the work.

The administrator of 
his estate, Ossian N. Leach, soon after- 
ward instituted suit in the United States 
district court against the railroad com- 
pany for $10,000 damages. Master in 
Chancery Fishback, to whom the case 
was referred, yesterday made a report 
to the court, at Indianapolis, that the 
company was not liable, and recom- 
mended that the claim be disallowed.

AN EmOSION 


Of a Large Amount of Saltpetre at 
Fire Injures Several Persons- 
Fires Elsewhere. 


CmoAoo, Jan. 4.—At 6 o'clock this 
morning a fire engine was called to the 
comer of Canal Port avenue and Hal- 
stead street to extinguish a blaze in a 
general provision store. Across the way 
was a meat shop, containing a large sup- 
ply of saltpetre. As the firemen were 
getti ig the fire under control the salt- 
petre exploded, destroying the shop and 
severely injuring several persons, among 
whom were Lieutenant Foley and a 
druggist naraed Franklin. The loss by 
fire was $1,000. 


PITTSBUBO, Jan. 4,—The new Turner 
hall, on Canal street, in Allegheny City, 
a large three-story frame structure, was 
burned this morning. 
Loss, $18,000; 
partly insured. 


A NIGHT OF FIRES. 


The Mansion Home of Hon. F. P. Ran- 
daU the Scene of a Disastrons 
Blaze-Other Fires. 


Just after 9 o'clock last night a fire 
was discovered in Phillip Nestle's build- 
ing at the comer of Lafayette and Lewis 
street. The boot and shoe and leather 
store conducted in the block was dam- 
aged to the extent of possibly $100, 
while the tailor shop adjoining was also 
bumed out. 
The building was not 
damaged and everything is insured. 


At 4 o'clock this morning an alarm 
called the department to the wine rooms 
of Boltz & Mannix, on Calhoun street, 
where a fire was raging in the cellar. 
The firemen promptly flooded the place 
and subdued the blaze. The damage is 
less than $200, with plenty of insurance 
to cover the loss. 


The next call, at 6:30 this morning, 
summoned the fireman to the mansion 
home of Hon. F. P. Randall, on East 
Berry street. A fire was making head- 
way in the northeast portion of the 
house, directly under the Mansard slate 
roof. The firemen went to work, but 
the task was more than they could mas- 
ter. The flames crept along the wood- 
work, serpent like, until they fastened 
their fiery fangs on tne upper or attic 
portion of the handsome residence. The 
firemen cut the roof away in portions 
and crept into the blazing windows, but 
in spite of their heroic efforts the fire 
completely encircled the upper fioor, 
burning the roof timbers, the parti- 
tions to the house maid apartments and 
the woodwork that lined the brick 
walls. 


This is the extent of the damage up 
there, but all this time a flood of water 
ran down the stairways and dripped 
through the floors to the rooms below. 


The furniture, tapestries and furnish- 
ings of the lower rooms were hastily re- 
moved, but many of the carpets, tables, 
bureaus and dressing oases had to re- 
main and bear the elements. 


The ceiling decorations 'and the walls 
and spacious hall 
ways are entirely 
soiled, so thoroughly did the water per- 
meate every part, and no wonder, when 
two streams were poured steadily into 
the house from 6:30 until 10 o'clock in 
the morning. 


The home that has been the scene of 
so many notable social gatherings for al- 
most half a century is now desolate and 
tenantless, for the family must seek 
shelter elsewhere until their house is re- 
paired. 


Mr. Randall and his folks were asleep 
when the fire broke out. 
The fright of 
so sudden and fearful a waking tells on 
them severely. 


Mr. Randall's valuable floral conserva- 
tory, east of the residence, is slightly 
damaged, but the magnificent tropical 
plants can be saved. 


"The house is insured for $^5,000 in 
the Hartfora company, of Hartford, 
Conn," said Mr. Randall this morning, 
"but I feel that $2,500 will coyer our 
loss."

Mayor Hewitt declared nothing of 
the sort and as his position has been 
misrepresented he replied to the in 
quiries of a friend as follows: "I have 
not seen the reports of the speech to 
which you refer and, as a rule, pay very 
little attention to them. 
What you de- 
sire to know, however, is doubtless the 
view which I really hold in regard to the 
matter which was under consideration 
namely, the right of secret trade organ 
izatioDs to interfere with the duties 
common carriers. 
It is a well-settled 
principle of the law that common car- 
riers cannot set up a defense against the 
performance of their duty to the public 
that there is a refusal of their employes 
to work. 
It is the duty of the common 
carrier to secure the necessary labor for 
the work of transportation. 
If, then 
the duty of a common carrier ia so im- 
perative, any interference 
with this 
duty, except through the agencies 
the law, is a direct attack upon public 
property. 
My criticism was directed to 
this phase of the question only. 
I do 
not object to trade organizations, but 
when they undertake to interfere with 
public rights, they become criminal and 
should be punished. 
In fact, the courts 
have never failed in any case when the 
questi on has been presented to hold the 
offending party respoLsible. 
Public 
men, however, claiming to be states 
men, have, by their failure to take the 
right ground on this question, given en- 
couragement to secret organizarions to 
attack the public interest. Against such 
a failure of this kind I have urged the 
democratic party to take decided ground. 
This I did a year ago in a well-known 
letter to the Brooklyn democratic club, 
and have since repeated this view when- 
ever I have had occasion to refer to the 
subject."

A discussion is going the rounds of 
the press as to the relative strength of 
wet and dry timber. 
We do not be- 
lieve there is much to be made out of 
the discussion. 
Some kinds of timber 
are stronger when dry, while other kinds 
are stronger when wet or green. 
It is 
safe to say that all woods are harder 
and less liable to bend when dry than 
when wet or green. 
But most hard 
woods when wet will possess more ten- 
sile strength than when dry. 


Timber thoroughly seasoned is more 
brittle than when green, and with the 
necessary force will break square off, 
while the same timber green would 
stand about the same pressure by bend- 
ing without breaking. 
Take a hickory 
sapling that it is almost impossible to 
break, in its green state, although it 
may bend double, and thoromghly dry 
it, and you may easily break it almost 
"square off," as the boys say.

an appropriate nook in one of his "Bol- 
gias. " 
It is rather inherent in his sub- 
ject. The dominant sentiment of the 
"Inferno" is 
that 
sin 
brutalizes. 
Through successive circles he leads 
ms downward to lower developments ol 
bestiality. 
His fiends have no affinity 
•with the Miltonian Satan or with the 
Mephistopheles of Goethe. 
The pol- 
ished, sarcastic, keen-witted, sneering, 
denying devil, and the 
"archangel 
ruined," retaining traces of his "origi- 
nal brightness," are alike absent from 
Dante's hell. 
His Lucifer, at the apex 
of the infernal cone, is the supreme in- 
carnation of demoniac animalism, Ac 
cordingly, he pictures his devils with 
all the accompaniments of brutal de- 
pravity in word and act and mien. 
Dante is a plain speaker on whatevet 
subject he is dealing with. He refuses to 
circumvent or to glide with circumvolu- 
tion or euphemism. For a translator t« 
attempt to mitigate the plain directnes« 
of such passages is to make them doubly 
offensive.—New Princeton 
Review.

We often visited the slave markel^ 
which is, I think, the most interesting 
sight in Morooco, writes a correspond- 
ent. 
We had all of us read the fear- 
ful accounts which the press of Tan- 
gier is so fond of repeating, of the 
terrible doings of slavery in Morooco, 
and I must confess were most pleas- 
antly surprised. 
We went very often 
to the market, but never saw suoh 
sights as children separated from their 
parents, though we saw both sold to- 
gether in the "lot" Nor did we see 
many other things of which we have 
read; in fact, the slaves wore a won- 
derfully contented, even cheerful, ex- 
pression while the sale was proceeding. 
We were much amused at watching one 
young lady—who, by the way, waa 
rather handsome—alter her expression 
from sulkiness when an old Moor was 
looking at her to cheerfulness when a 
handsome young man began his inspec- 
tion. So there is coyness even in the 
wild deserts from which these slaves 
come. In fact, far from being a pain- 
ful sight—for by the accounts we have 
of those who have seen it before they 
all left "with our eyes full of tears"— 
we found it rather amusing than other- 
wise, and I do not know that we are 
more hard-hearted than the general- 
ity of mankind. 
This I will say, that 
I would far rather be a slave in Mo- 
rooco than a peasant 
From what, too, 
I saw of slaves out of the market they 
appear not to have such a bad time of 
it, and in many houses enjoy more 
liberty than paid servants. 
Of course, 
there is truth in many of the fearful 
stories we hear of ill-treatnaent, but, 
again, I know an old ^loor on whose 
death all the property goes by will to 
his slaves. It is not slavery that is so 
bad; it is the kidnaping that slavery 
necessitates 
and the terrible long 
journey over the scorching desert; but, 
of course, to put down tliis kidnaping 
he must aim at slavery direct. The 
market is mostly su]iplied from the 
Soudan—not the "Soudan" as we call 
Nubia, but the Soudan that lies south 
of the Sahara and «-a^t of Seneg;imbia, 
an enornjous district of sand—but it is 
not at all an ¡incomnion sight to see 
white slaves in the market—Moors and 
Arab.s. The jn-iees average about £3 
to ¿5 a head tor all varieties, though 
we saw one elderly iemalo knocked 
down for about li'2 shiiliugs, much to 
her own disiiu^t. — 
A.ow

Wehalallofut rna.1 the fear- 


ful accounts which the press of Tan- 
gier is so fond of repeating, of the 
terrible doings of slavery in Morocco, 
and I must confess were meet pleas- 
antly surprised. We went very often 
to tlie market, but never .sw .neb. 
sights as chiUron separated from their 
parents, though we saw loth sold to- 
gether in the "lot" Xor did we se* 
msny other things of which we have 
read; in fact, the slave, wore a won- 
derfully contented, even cheerful, ex- 
pression while th- sale, was proceeding. 
We were much amused at watching on* 
yonng lady—who, by the way, wa« 
rather handsome—alter her expression 
from sulkmess when an old Moor was 
looking at her to cheerfulness when a 
handsome youns* man began his inspec- 
tion. So tuere i* coyness even in the 
wild deserts from which these slaves 
come. In fact, far from l>eing a pain- 
ful sight—for by the accounts we have 
of thoee who have seen it before they 
all left "with our eye* full of tears*— 
we found it rather amusing than other- 
wise, and I do nnt know that we are 
more hard-hearted than the general- 
ity of mankind. Thi. I will say. that 
I "would far rather be a slave in Mo- 
rocco than a peasant. From what, too, 
I saw of slsves out of the market they 
appear not to hare snch a bad time ot 
it, and in many house, enjoy mure 
liberty than paid servants. Of course, 
there « truth in manv of the. fearful 
stories we hear of ill-treatment, but, 
ejrain. I know an old Moor on who»e 
death all the property goes by will to 
his slaves. It is not slavery that is so 
bad; it is the kidnaping that slsvery 
necessitates and the terrible long 
journey over the scorching desert; but. 
of course, to p-Jt down this kidnaping 
he must aim at slavery direct 
Tbe 


market Li mostly supplied from the 
Soudan—not the "Soudan" a« we call 
Nubia, but the Sonilan that lies south 
of the Sihar.1 and . a4 of Senegnmbia, 
an enormous district of sand—but it is 
not at all an uncommon sight to see 
white slaves in the market—Moors and 
AraUs. The price* a%eragn alwut £3 
to £0 a head fur all varieties, though 
we naw one elderly fomaln knocked 
down for al«>ut ±i shillings, much to 
her own di»~n«t. —/.onion .V«c».
